The King did not come to Paris on ‘Fhurfdav, as. _ 
was at firit expected, but on Friday: orders were. 
iffued, by beat of drum, from the Marquis de Ja :} 
Fayette, nominated on Wednefday évening Com-_ 


mandant-General of the Parifian Militia, for ail the 
enrolled Citizens to- appear in Arms ta receive his 
Majetty. Each Diftriét accordingly afembled at their 
reipective guard-houfés, and filed off to their appoint- 


ed tations with the utmoft regularity; by ten o'clock, ° 


the paffage was lined from the Barriere of the Hill 
of Pail, along the Ferfailles road, the Place Louis 
XV, the Rue St Honore, and the Quaix to the Hotel 
de Ville, by the arraed Citizens, a diltance of three 
miles 5 a body of 2000 young Citizens on horfeback, 
went to receive the King at Barrierc, whether he was 
éfcorted by the armed Militia of Verfailles (for Ver- 
failles, too, was armed for freedom ;) and about three 
o’clock his Majetty was delivered over to the Parifian 
army, in a plain coat, accompanied only by the Contes 
d@itaing, the Prince de Beauveau, the Duc de yil- 
leroy, and the Duc de Villequier, unattended “by 
any other efcort. 0G 

The nruluidnde was-immenfe; for none but-the 
fick and dying would be abfent on fuch a day.

the National Cockade of red and dlue. 

At tour o’clock, his*Majefty arrived at the Motel de 
Ville, where he was received by M. Bailly, the new 
Mayor of Paris, who addrefied him in the following 
fpecch, prefenting -him at the fame time with the 
keys of the city, and a National Ceekade, which his 
Majéity put in his hat, and wore on his retura— 

- SIRE, : 

“I prefeut your Majelty with the keys of the 
gocd city of Paris—thcy are the fame which were 
prefented to Henry IV. He had re-conquered bis Pco- 
p.e—bere, it is the people who have re-conqueread ibeis* 
King. 

“Your Majeity comes .to enjoy the peace you 
have retored to the Capital; you come to enjoy the 
love of your faithful fubjects ! It is for their happinets 
that your Majefty has aflembled around you the Re- 
prefeatatives of the Nation, and that you are about to 
concur with them in laying the foundation of Liberty 
and public profperity. What a memorable day was 
that in which your Majeity came to.take your feat 
like a father im the midit of an united family *, 
whence you were re-condutted to your Palace by the 
whole National Affembly, guarded by the Reptefenta~"- 
tives of the Nation, preiled by an immenfe’People ! 
You bore in your augult features the expreflions of 
fenfibility and. happineis, whilit around you hothing 
was heard but acclamations of joy—nothing feen but 
tears of tenderneis and love !
